without means, by his word only, yet he dire 
eth his Prophet to fignifie unto him the medicind 
means of his help 3 namely , that he ſhould apy 
plaiſter of figs to his ſore , to ripen and heal it, 
that weſee , firſt prayer toGod, and then then 
of other neceſſary and profitable means, mult 
be neglected. 

Now if any man ſhould obje& and ſay : This 
ſitation cometh of God, and I know not whether 
may pray againſt it ; he bewrayeth greatly hisig: 
rance in the Scriptures of God, For inevery vilt 
tion of this or any other plague there mentionet 
you ſhall find that the holy men of God ſtill labe 
red by prayer and ſupplication unto God , tort 
move the ſame from themſelves and their peo 
Aoſes is ſaid to haveſtood in the gap, to turnean! 
the wrath of God 3 and Aaroz ran with his gol 
Cenſer , to ſtand between the living and the dex 
and Phinehas the Prieſt ſtood up and prayed,andt 
plague ceaſed 3 David ſeeing the Angel readytod 
ſtroy Jeruſalem, built an altar, offered ſacrifice, 
brake forth into that his moſt ardent & careltl 
plication for the people.

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kozin} becauſe in this great mortality of ours, we 
id by experience, that not ſo much any general 
»yption of the air, nor onely the diſtemperature 
hebloud or humours of mens bodies have been 
cauſes of the ſpreading and continuing of this 
£4;0n, but the contagion that the diſeaſe it ſelf 
+þ bred, and which one man receiveth from ano- 
2; the ſound from thoſe thar are fick : Therefore 
\menareto learn, that one chief and ordinary 
ean of their preſervation in this dangerous time is, 
poking of the contagion that commeth by 
neling diſorderly the ſound and the ſick together, 
difthere be any that being yet ſound, do think 
arenot bound in conſcience to ſhun&: avoid the 
tons and places that are infeted, except it be in 
aſe of neceſſity : or if thoſe that are diſeaſed,or do 
2pin houſes where the diſeaſe is known to be, 
think much that they are ſhut up , and re- 
ined from coming abroad, or frequenting the 
zmon and publick aſſemblies of thoſe that are 
ar, having in the mean time ſuch things as are 
eſſary for their ſuſtentation «: they muſt be 
tent to heare out of the word of God their 
urtherein and ignorance. The diſcaſe of theLe- 
le was infetious as 15 the Peſtilence, and when- 
any were ſmitten with that diſeaſe, it was 
tfurely without the will or providence of God : 
L yet we may ſafely learn even of God himſelf, 
thout any prejudice to his good providence, how 
ought in that and other kind of infetious mala - 
s,todemean our ſelves for the avoiding of the

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- the 13 Chapter of Leviticur,) in whom the p1, 
is;ſhall have his cloaths rent, and his head bj * 
ſhall put a covering upon his lips, and ſhall ery, 
unclean, I am unclean. And as long as this if 
ſhall be upon him,he ſhall dwell alone; withoy 
camp ſhall his habitation be. The renting 
cloathes here mentioned, was a ſign of his moun 
and lamentation for that affliftion 5 he dwelt | 
for fear of infefting others3 and if at anytin 
went abroad to take the air, his lips were coye 
that his breath might not infe@ ſuch as came 
him : And beſides, he was to give warning, thy 
men might the more carefully avoid him,bycnj 
out unto them, I amr wnclexn, 1 am unclean. 

Furthermore, it was ordered by the Lord, 
the cloathes that were infected ſhould be burn, 
houſes purged, and in ſome caſes of more dange 
infetion, pulled down and utterly defaced: 
which reſpe& there wasa general commandn 
given to the people, That they ſhould take het 
the Plague of the Leprofie. All theſe, and diver 
$her rules and cautions preſcribed by God hin 
were chiefly grounded upon this, That the dilea 
the Leproſte was infeftious, Whereby we aretolka 
that foraſmuch as the Plague is far more infetti 
contagious, and dangerous than that was 
LePprofiez we ſhould be ſo much the more carch 
avoid it : and ſuch as are infeted, more chant! 
minded, and religiouſly humbled under the hand 
God, then diſobeying all Authority to thruftth 
ſelves into the company of others, whereby then

; daily ſo iacreaſeth.And if any man ſhould think 
+ the diſeaſe of the Plague were not contagious 
4 infetious , ſo groſs a conceit is rather tobe pi- 
{then confuted , being contrary to the common 
1} |amentable experience of theſe times, and con- 
:tothe judgment! ofall learned and wiſe men in 
]ages. If therefore we deſire that Almighty God 
Quld withdraw his heavy hand from us , and de- 
us from this affliction, it is not ſufficient for us 
faſting and prayer, to humble our ſelves unto 
divine Majeſty, except we joyn therewith our 
endeavours and diligence, by uſing ſuch meangs 
God hath appointed for the ſtaying of it. Other- 
iſe, if we deſpiſe all good meanes : if we neither 
ward to keep our ſelves in a good eſtate of our bo- 
ily health,by the counſel of the learned Phyfitian : 
we make a mock of all preſervatives of Art: If 
neple(t all evil and infectious ſavours, and refuſe 
benefit of the purer air : If we run deſperately 
d diſorderly into all places, andamongſt all per- 
0 and pretend our faith and truſt in Gods provi- 
mceſaying If he will ſave me, He will ſave me, and 
I die, I die : thisis not faith in God , but a grofs, 
rant, and fool-hardy confidence and preſumpti- 
, little different from that ſubtil temptacion of 
an to our Saviour Chriſt, to throw himſelf head- 
tg from the top of the pinacle, in hope that God 
buld ſend his Angels to hold him up : which were 
manton and dangerous tempting of Ged : or elfe 
ith Saint Peter, to lead himſelf into temptation,

ril, without any warrant of an ordinary calling 
any comfort of a good conſcience therein, 
Moreover , if menat any time will preg 
themſclves to death , then ſhould. they eſpecyl 
when they are in the greateſt danger, as they x 
who are already infefted, or doe without uy 
cauſe reſort unto the. Now in preparing our (ch 
to leave this world, what one & ev. almoſt is mg 
neceſſary then a charitable heart towards all me 
which they cannot haue by any poſſible meanz 
either knowing themſelves to be infeted,dokey 
company with ſuch as are cleare; or that bd 
whole, do enter without any neceſſity intoplu 
infeted, and afterwards reſort into all companiey 
if they were ſure that neither they themſelye; 
their cloaths were tainted. When King Azarib! 
came a leper, becauſe he knew the danger of his 
ſeaſe,and found by the Law of God the reſtraint 
thoſe that were ſo diſeaſed, though a King,yeti 
he content to dwell in an houſe apart all the daiex 
his life,& Jotham his ſon governed in his ſtead.Ti 
his obedience muſt needs condemn their diſorder 
lIicentiouſneſſe, who though; the meaneſt amd 
thepeople , yet being infected, think ſcornto key 
their houſes,though but for a ſhort time3and bra 
abroad they will, whatſoever come of it, no Auti 
rity, Orders, Laws,or Proclamations can reſtni 
them 3 and others there are as wilfull to allor 
ateand mingle themſelves with them. Where

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how cruel the one ſort are againſt themſelves , 
hazarding their own lives ,'and theirs that depend 
\them 3 how uncharitable the other ſort are to- 
ds their brethren , by deriving their infection 
othemz3 and how injurious both ſorts are to the 
te and Commonwealth wherein they live, by 
olonging and ſpreading the danger , which other» 
ſe by their better government might be ſooner 
ppreſt , all wiſe men of ſound judgment are very 
ny either to ſee,or hear it. 

Wherefore, confidering all that hath been ſpoken 
adeth to this end , To ſhew that our ſins have cau- 
d this fearful Vifitation to break forth againſt us z 
id that the remedy left unto us for our hope of 

p herein, is our ſpeedy repentance, with prayer 
d faſting, together alſo with the good uſe of or- 
nary means, and the wary and careful carriage of 
Ir ſelves out of the danger of contagion: let us be 

ily wiſe, and demean our ſelves in this time of our 
al, as thoſe that make good uſe of God's corre- 
lons: let us neither murmure nor grudge againſt 

e will of God, nor take impatiently what our fins 
we deſerved, &God in his fatherly care hath infli& 
lupon us for our amendment. Let us not now add 
unto fin: but for aſmuch as the deſperate ſecuri-

there be any fear of God, any obedience toh 
Word , any conſcience of the Magiſtrates authai 
ty , any fruits of our faith and Chriſtian profeſin 
whoſe badge and cognizance is mutual love 
charity , to further and procure the commongy 
of all: let us not go forward to'tempt God, tac 
tinue ſo cruel to our ſelves , and ſo harmefulto 
thers : let us be more humble in the day ofour 
fiction , ſubmitting our ſelves to thoſe good x 
wholſome orders and decrees already publiſhed, k 
preventing the further infef&ion of this our calanl

Tee 2s are then gathered together is, by the uſe
